The silk stock farm is ^.^ 
throughout the second and third stories, 
the house, which is so crowded with frames, 
trays and mulberry branches that the human 
occupants of the buildings are pressec t for 
living room. Every one of the family- -from 
the grandfather, aged 84, to the little br >ther, 
aged 7—is actively employed in the woi k, all 
being devoted assistants to Miss '•Nellu •., the 
business woman. 


SILK WORMS AT WORK. 


The worms beneath this one roof m mber 


hundreds of thousands, and all are in i per- 
fectly healthy condition. They are abo it the 
size of an ordinary caterpillar, butaresnooth 
and in color vary from gray to cream-1 vhite. 
-The feet are white, yellow, orange, pink, 
sage-green or pale brown, and from th is tint 
can be told the color of the cocoon tha; each 
worm will make. The worms creep tl lickly 
over the mulberry branches, eating gr jedily 
or preparing to spin. Cocoons of every 
shade, just begun or just completed, ar<: scat- 
tered thick everywhere—among the leaves, 
ii. bundles of straw prepared for them or in 
bunches of cut paper. The frames are kept 
neat by outspread sheets of white mu' quito 
netting and the floors are sprinkled with 
water, so that everything about the T 'orms 
is clean. 


Besides the worms and scattered cocoons, 


there are moths to be seen. The silk tvorm 
moth is smooth and of a uniform pearly 
tint. The male moth is smaller than the fe- 
male and may be known by his making a 
slight buzzing noise, while the female1 is al- 
ways silent. The eggs of the silk worm are 
about the size of a pin's head and vary in 
color from yellow to brown. In a tfurd-story 
back room, spread out upom newspapere, are 
pernaps several bushels of this year's cocoons, 
all large and beautifully colored, principally 
snow-white, cream-white, sage-green, lemon- 
yellow and golden-yellow. 
Seven natural 


shades have been observed in cocooiis, in- 
cluding a pale pink and a fawn-brown.| 


NEW EXPERIMENTS. 


Miss Rossiter has made several interesting 


experiments this season, which, if successful, 
will give her fame as an innovator as well as 
a pioneer in silk culture. One of these is the 
rearing of a new variety of silkworms, 
known as "black Thibets," recently imported 
from India, and which may be distinguished 
from ordinary silk worms by dark gray 
strings upon the body. Another is th< i cross- 
ing of different color-producing worm 5, with 
the view of obtaining new shades in o icoons. 
A deeper yellow and green haveslready 
been produced. 


Miss Rossiter also believes that the day is 


not far distant when families can me nufac- 
ture their own silk from the cocoon i» the 
completed fabric. Accordingly she is exper- 
imenting in dying the reeled thread, i i sptn- 
ning it, and in weaving dress pattern;. Al- 
ready she has added to her stock of imple- 
ments a larger reel for unwinding t ie silk 
from the cocoons, a spining-wheel and a 
hand-loom, said to be capable of givi ig 150 
distinct effects to a woven surface. Hiss 
•Nellie has secured the co-operation of Mr. 
John Haig, an English silk-weaver, r jsiding 
in Haddington, who has made her the loom, 
of his own invention, and is teachi ig her 
how to manage it. 


WHAT MISS ROSSITER HA,S DON]!. 


To Miss Nellie Lincoln Rossipr more than 


to any other person living, the IJnited States 
owe the revived interest in' silk culture. 
This girl of 17 has by her own enterprise and 
intelligence made Philadelphia the head- 
quarters of the industry; yet, almost a:; might 
be expected, her name is knowa. an;rwhere 
and everywhere except m Philadelphi; t. Her 
stock of silk worms is considered the f nest in 
the country and she controls the egg market. 
Her pamphlet on silk culture, which has 
reached five editions and which is issued at 
the rate of 8,000 copies a year, is regarded as 
the one authority on the subject. 


Miss Rossiter is also gaming literal f repu- 


tation, as she has contributed a great number 
of articles, showing careful historic and 
scientific research upon a variety of subjects 
connected with silk culture, to many j >eriodi- 
cals. She is editor of several silk departs 
ments in western agricultural papers. In 
short, the name of her achievements is 
legion. <• She has lately been lustrum intal in 
* 


introducing silk culture into a mis sionary 
village in Turkey, and also into the schools 
of Indian territory, .where, it is said, silk 
culture will prove an efficient means of ^ivil- 
izing the red man.
